No federal pa- 
per can flourish that indulges in the heresy of 
moderation, Charges the most aggravated and 
unfounded are levelled against government, in lan- 
guage the most scurrilous. Refutation cannot 
keep peace with calumny. The policy of admi- 
nistration is not merely arraiġned as erroneous 
and mistaken. But our rulers are impeached as 
the foulest of traitors! They are directly charg- 
ed with being sold to France ; they are even ad- 
dressed with the epithets of * (ovls af Bonaparte,” 
“hirelings,” “wretches,” “miscreants,” sc. Fe. 
We are told that they have forfeited the power re- 
posed in them: that their measures are uncon- 
stitulional and void ; and the people are invited, 
in no very ambiguous terms, to reluse obedience 
to the laws formally enacted! We appeal to the 
columns of the federal papers theinselves, for the 
truth of this statement. 

The evils of this monstrous abuse of constitu- 
tional liberty, are already felt. These profligate 
prints (strange to tell) are patronized by men of 
high and honorable standing. 7 /ei names pive 
currency tothe poison. It circulates far & wide. 
It is greedily swallowed by those creduluus short- 
sighted politicians, the New England Clergy. —. 
‘they vetail it from their pulpits ; and many are: 
the simple souls, who believe all the foolish, po- 
litical tales their minister tells them, as firmly as 
they do their bibles! Thousands in New Eng- 
fend are convinced that Bonaparte is Anti Christ, 
and that President Madison is in lirm league and 
covenant with Bonaparte and the Devil. 

The consequence of this is, that inthe Eastern 
Stute: especially, there is aa habitual disrespect 
and contempt of government. ‘Their measures 
ave not only suspected, but without an excepti- 
on, zre denounced as being dictated by French 
influence. ‘The most uncandid prejudices are 
cheiished against our brethren of the south. A 
portion ofthe people is hardly restrained from 
violating the authority oflaw. ‘The chain ofuni- 
on is greatly weakened. 

We are sil sensible of the abuse. How shall 

we apply the remedy? We answer—by a pati- 
ent severance in candid argument, and the deve- 
lopement ofthe trath ; by an unwearicd endeavor 
to eradicate prejudices, and to convince the de- 
loded, what blind puides they are following. 
We know ol no other remedy consistent with re- 
pubtican principtes. Sedition laws we abhor.— 
‘The cureis worse than the decease. Indeed, we 
have so often seen party malice make use of libel 
prosecutions as instiuments of revenge; we have 
seen them operate with so much hardship & injus- 
tice that we heartily wish that the law did not re- 
coynise the publication of alibel as acriminal act. 
We believe that the civil remedy would answer 
every useful purpose, 

Let us trust, then, to time and experience to 
corvect the mischief. Such profligate and extra 
vagant slander will finally defeat itself. When 
the people find they are so often deceived, they 
will at lenyth cease to trast the deceivers— All 
the republicans have to do, is to persevgre in at- 
tempting to dispel the clouds of delusion| and en- 
lighten the minds ofthe ignorant, undisggm aged 
by any temporary failure. Their effort Will yet 
be abundantly successful. The American soil is 
not congenial tọ the growth of British infinence. 
Even in the ast, its duration cannot be perma 
nent. 

Whether so mild and tolerant a system is snit- 
el toa ale of wur, remains a question. Certain 
It is. that in no other country bat our own weuld 
public priuts be allowed, openly to justify the pre- 
tensions of the enemy, to furnish them with ar- 
gumenis to support their side of the controversy, 
to acquaint them with the most assailable points 
of attack, to dissuade the people from lending the 
smallestsuppoit tothe common cause, to rejoice 
at the enemy's victories, to mourr gues pore of 
their owx country, and exultat its disastérs, 
Whetherit is consistent with prudence to tolerate 
a licentiousness bordering upon dreasen, is per- 
haps doubtful. Butafter all; that reason sand 
that common sense which, we trust, are not 
wholly extirguisked in the mass of the perple, 
will be found to be more efficacious than the 
strong arm of the government and law. 


FROM THE NATIVE AMERICAN, 


TO THE OFFICERS OF THE ARMY OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 

In addressing a portion of the community 
which so intimately involves the interests of this 
country, there appears to exist no necessity of 
adverting tothe causes which have called the A- 
metican people to arms; those canses are knowh 
to them, as well as to the nation at large—thev 
are known to be ofa description which marks 
the most flagrant abuse—the most direct inso. 
lence and the most inveterate hatred. Viewing 
these causes sufficient to justify a declaration ot 
war, our great and partriotic chief magistrate has 
thought fit te call into requisition the spirit of our 
fellow citizens; andin that spirit, conjoined with 
the exci tions of the navy, we murt look for a perpe- 
tuation of our liberties und a preservation of vur so- 
vere'gnty. Weare a hody of men now associated 
for the avowed purpose of carrying into eflect the 
designs of our National Leyistatuve, and in fact 
{as far as in our person lies) to redress the wrougs 
of this nation. It is rumored, that disaster, and 
no success, has attended the campaigns which 
our soldiers have passed through since the com- 
mencement of the war. ‘That is partly true—hut 
we may with confidence attribucethose defeats to 
a waut of experience, and then in the next place 
to an utter incampeiency in that department which 
has recently been vacated and recently filled with 
vo much ability, dignity anil expericnce—this I trust 
will be the case, [speak of the Department of 
War, a department which we are branches of, 
and tz whose hands our inléFests and honor lie. 


There never yet was a nation in a state of in- 
fancy, contending against an aged monarchy, but 
found the contest attended with defeat, difficulty 
and dismay—it was emphatically.go in the early 
stages of that revolution which became memora- 
ble trom its’ disasters, and memorable from its 
signal success, viz. the Independence of our coun- 
try. We must recollect the war is lately com- 
menced; and with ardor and thergy ought every 
member the army to struggle to retrieve he lossses 
and honor of our arms, 1 trust as a body of pa- 
triats and Americans, no one will want that zeal 
which distinguished the soldiery of the revoluti- 
onary army. In that conflict Heaven seemed to 
inspire our army with more than ordihary hero. 
ism—It was a spark which kindled and burnt for 
seven successive years, Then if our fathers 
fought fer eur inhéritance, letus contend for to 
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preserve it. Let not posterity read upon the page 
of history, hat thé American people gave uway the 
patrimony which their heroic father bequeathed to 
them, with less difficulty than it was acquired. 

The ages of Italy, the northern kingdoms of 
Europe—even the kingdom of Scetland—bear 
strong evidehces to the sucéess ofarmies fighting 
to preserve eir liberties, and against the power 
of the most gigantic monarchies. 
are we contending? Against a gorernment un- 
principled in their ministru, and a nation imperious 
tn ther pretensions. We bebold the tiag of our 
country, not riding triumphant, but riding with 
success upon the ocean. We see our navy, (on 
an clement common to all) contending fer those 
very rights which are ingrafted into our indepen- 
dence. ‘Those rights are truly dear to us ; they 
are rights upon which our presperily bas been 
founded, and on which our sarerviguly must rest. 
That collossial power, so long the tyrant of the 
sea, haz seen her plory tarnished and her prowess 
defeated’; her imperious dignity is sul ied, Le pes ie 
her cet is vincible. Our part is differeht our 
share of the toil is attended with moreecontingent 
difficulties than those of the navy 5) ofcourse our 
spirit ought to be adequate to meet, ifnot sur- 
mount, (hem. On their part the contention is 
betweéy men almost of the same soil. Ows pre 
sents a picture at which the heart of nran recoils 
with angry sympathy. | tis a body. vf men in 
Avhich is intermixed the most deadly and ruthless 

s which ever a civilized power employed, 
The feontiers of the U. States have been one 
continued chain of carnage and barbarous cruelty. 
By those who have no feeling for the disti esses of 
innocence, the mothers and the infants of our 
country have been butchered. ‘fo resentand to 
redress these wiongs, depends much upon the army 
ofthe U. States. 

We, in this arduous and uncertain trial, must 
recollect, that at the head of the government of 
our country, we are blessed with a chief whose 
spirit speaks determination, vigor and love for 
common sights ; he has, in every communication 
to the National Legislature, evinced a wisdom 
which we ought toadmire,and aspirit we ought to 
imitate, 

It is no germ of enthusiam, nor is it expecta- 
tion that will prove unfounded, that to his animated 
counct!s America may yet owe (he unbroken system of 
her nutional rights. 

In the decayed and almost degenerated periods 
of Roman libetty, there were found men who 
stood forth the champions of their countrv’s 
rights. ‘This ardor then, was to some chimera, 
now, posterity says it-was love of conntry. 

In an infant state, as oer country and govern: 
ment is, we must trust much to hope, more lo ex- 
ertion, 

In addition to the foreign powers against which 
we are contending, the army ol the United States 
have to labor under other and:more immediate 
difficulties, We have domestic ememies ; and 
seriously as the true American must deplore the 
divisions and want ot unanimity in our country- 
wen, still Lhuse whoate now embodied in arms 
ought in every ast, expression and tho’t to sup- 
port the legitimate government ofthe U. States. 
lt is, as it were, the corner stone of our hopes, 
on which hoges are built the determined redress 
of repeated insults, Jet us all recal to our me- 
mory tbe hard distresses, the uncongnered perse- 
verance, the spirited love and toil which our fa- 
thers experiencedin their way to Canada in the 
revolutionary war. Quebee was their aim—in 
effecting that object, those brave troops had to 
contend with incessany teil, hunger and depriva- 
tion—At that early period of the eztablishment of 
society inthe New England states, local obstacles 
intervened to impede their progvess to the desired 
spot. But animated by those preat spirits which 
sought to establish the freedom of their country, 
they pierced the wiklerness, & buat’ for the deails 
of that exalted spirit Gen, Montgomery, the A- 
mevican arme would have “triomphed. At that 
tremendous battle my father fonzht—and I trust I 
shall ever lose sight of his virtues and his love of 
country, if l hesitate for a moment in pursuing his 
precepts aud his councils. y 

The organising of the armp'is entrusted to a 
character of perhaps the greatest military experi 
ence in our country, and to hiin we lovk as to a 
pilot in this conflicting and tumultuous scene. 

‘Vine resources of this country are still great & 
svundant—both as to wealth and population : and 
if we have contidence in thedepaitments of go- 
vernment, they will have confidence in us, 


‘The views of our government are explicit and 
definite, they are for the support of those princi- 
ples, and the enforcement of those pretensions 
which constitute the broad foundation of the in- 
dependence and dignity of the U. States. 


From unanimity flows force,and from force ef- 
fect— if this is the case, let every native & adopted 
Ametican act in concert, tocarvy into execution 
these desirable wishes which the yovernment 
expressed in their public councils. 

The efforts which the government of G. Bri- 
tain made inthe vears of '75 and 779, incontesta- 
bly prove that domination was the moving spring 
in all her councils; and that domination was di- 
rected to cramp the dveedam and extinguish the 
colonial libettic» of this union. 

Since the period of 1/03, her insulting spirit 
has been exhibited in every movement, and in e- 
very aeguciation, which did not directly tend to 
infringe upon the publie dignity of our country, 
and openly invite the government of America to 
war. 

You are all sensible to whata protracted length 
the late negociations have been carried; aud un- 
inviting as their triendship must be, still the wis- 
doin of our county thought fit to leave every a- 
venue open, and every principle unfiinged, in 
or ler to effect a settlement of difficulties, which 
should leave the sovereiguty of the U. States un- 
impaired and uninjured.——The wisdom of our 
moest distinguished statesman held aut these views, 
and ever ought we to confide in the sincerity and 
virtue of those sentiments, 

In thetrain of disasters, and amid the oppositi 
on which has marked those distinguished charac- 
ters in New England, let us all view it in that pro- 
per and dignified light which becomes men who 
ave confident of the justness of the causein which 
they are contending. 


Whe dignified & contumelious phillipies which 
have been pronounced on the floor of Congress, 
have greatly detracted from the character of that 
statesman, who sọ grossly insulted the govern- 
ment of his country, and the liberties which his 
countrymen enjoy.

TREASON AND TRAITORS. 

As there are numerous emissaries ef the cne- 
my moving about the country, acting in conceit 
with domestic traitors ; and as many of the ma- 
gistrates in different parts of the Union appear 
not to have a distinct knowledge of the course 
to be pursued in rases of treason brought before 
them—the following concise view of the regular 
course to be pursued by a magistrate, may cons 
duce to the public security. 

In all cases where there is evidence authorising 
the magistrate to commit, the safest course for him 
to pursue will be to commit, and the enquiry en 
the writ of Aabeus corpus will bring the case and 
its merits to a competent tribunal——the mgis- 
trate will have Aa his duty, & traitors will 
not escape. ; 

Section 3dof the 3d article of the Constitution 
of the U. Stt;es, says— 


« Treason against the U. States shall consist 
onlyin levying war against thein, i udhering to 
their enuemièe giving them aid and comfoit—no 
person shall be convicted oftreason unless on the 
testimony of two” witnesses to the same overt 
act, or on confession in open court.” 


The term * convicted” used in the Cenntituti> 
on, coupled with the alternative of defendanis 
confession in open court—necessarily reters to the 
“ triad of the defendant.” 

In the commencement ofa prosecution for trea- 
son before a magistrate—he is bound to ‘trome 
mit” the defendant ifin his opinion there be proba- 
ble causefor believing the act charged \ a perpes 
trated by him ; and the probability of cause may be 
substantiated by the evidence of ove witness enti- 
tled to credit.

“ The enemy are how laying: about five miles 
above Watt's Islnd, in Pocomoke sound ; they 
have not yet landed in either of those counties, 
but sre very near us in Virginia and ave makin 
preparations for shat purpose by building Mat.

account I have from fishermen who have been on 
board of the enen vy, as wellas fom the Islanders, 
woo I have persenally conversed with.

“ l have scen a Cant Robinson, from Acco- 
mack, in Virginia, at Pongatapue creek : This 
brave man, Wi.h six others, entered into a severe 
conflict with two barges of the enciny last Satur- 
lay, at that place, to prevent their taking out two 
hallops that lay there, ‘neither of which was his 
own'—ten others of his countrymen came to his 
assistance; theshallops, after one hour and twen- 
ty minutes conflict, were taken off— many of. our 
brave fellows had expended their last round —- 
Capt. Robinson did not know, at the time J cen- 
versed with him, what injury the enemy had sus- 
tained: but I have since seen some of the Island- 
ers, Who mention that thev came on shore next 
morning to bury the dead six in number; they

MOBILE. 

The fortress of Mobile surrendered on the 15th 
of April, to a detachment of the'U. States army 
under the immediate command of Major General 
Wilkinson. 

The fortress is within the limts ofthe purchase 
of Louisiana, made by the U. States, & has been 
retained, under various pretences froin that period 
to the present time, 

This expedition, whick has been conducted 
with the skill of a soldier, and with the success, 
which always follows entei prize governed by ge- 
niu» and experience, has been completed by abl 
dispositions, without the loss ofa single lite. We 
have heen promised by a subaltern officer in the 
expedition, a statement ofthe particulars, which 
we expect by the next mail from Mabile. 

Ourtisops made their landing on the 12th of 
April, and the first intimation which the Spanish 
ganison had of their approach was, the music of 
Hail Columbia by a fall band, and followed by a 
summons to the commandantto evacuate the 
place as a partof the U, States territory. The 
scaling la tdevs were prepared ready for an assault 
by escalade, and the armed flotilla presented it- 
self at the same moment in front of the fortress, 

The cfivct of the surprize carvied itselfinto the 
nevociation, and the Spanish gariisun was em- 
barked for Pensacola, 

The artillery in the garrison amounted to 57 
pieces of various calibre, and 6 brass mortars and 
howitzers for battery & field ; and a considerable

The former of these questions is so broad in 
its terms, that (prudential motives aside) it is 
quite impossible to give to ìt a definitive answer. 

‘The protection given by government must ne- 
cessaiily be subject to two rules, both of which 
are in their own nature absolute, the extent of the 
means placed within its reach, and the degreevand 
pressure of the danger to be repelled. Itis only 
of the former that [can say any thing, and in re 
gard to that, alter referring you to the laws, and 
the provisions made by them, I cannot butsubjoin 
an assurance, that every attention te the special 
defence of Maryland, that may be compatible with 
the just claims of other parts of the Union, shall 
be promptly and cordially given. 

‘Vo the second question of the Legislature, a 
more precise answer may be given ;~So far as 
expenditures have arisca, or shall arise, in con- 
sequence of militia calla nade by the State, with- 
out the participation ofthe U, Stites; no provision 
is found to exist under fhe present laws. Onthe 
other hand, in all cagés in wh ch militia detach-

AMERICAN TRADE. 
Copy of a letter addressed ta a member of 

i Parliament, 

I beg to'call your attention to the ve- 
ry important and interesting discussi 
ons, which have recently taken place, 
respecting the commercial intercourse 
to be permitted betwixt this country and 
the U. States of America, during the 
war. 

It is very generally admitted, that a 
commerce with an enemy is as impoli 


tic as illegal : and that if any be license 
‘ad or allowed, it ought to be strictly li 
mited to articles of first necessity which 
‘cannot be procured elsewhere. 

When the board of trade lately came 
to the positive determination, to license 
no further commercial intercourse with 
tke United States, not even in articles 
of provisions, and consequen'ty refused 
the solicitations of the merchants for li- 
'censes to import from thence into Great 
Britain the produce of the United States 
even under the condition of an equiva- 
lent previous export of British manu 
fac ures,the conduct of government was 
generally spplauded. 

Chis vigurous policy encoureged the 
expectation of a permanent adherence 
to the grand principle, of distressiog the 
enemy by every possible commercial 
privation, which our extended trade al- 
lowed us to aocpt, and Which eur naval 
superiecity enabled us to enforce. 

It will not be denied, that one of the 
most solid sources of riches to any 
country, consists in the superabundan: 
productions of its soil and industry—ni 
that the Unied States have realized au 
nually many milions sterling frem th: 
tobacco, corn, rice and cotton, exportec 
to Ruiope, and chiefly to Great Britaic 
—-—-and unless the present war cause i 
stay ic the export of hese articles, the 
southern provinces, where they were 
enilrety produced, will never feel the 
picssure of a statc of warfarcs and the 
inhabitants thereof will continueéas here 
tefuie the strenuous supporters of th, 
Frengh or war party in America, whi 
have, for many years past, 9nd who stil 
govern that country. A 

Tha article of cotton wes imported 
from the East Indies [rom the West In 

edies, from South America, & from the 
Mediterranean shores ; ond asit was a 
fact well ascertained that thess coun 
tries are capable of yielding annually, 
for our use, More couon than our trade 
end monufactures cat require or con 
sume, no alarm was created by this un- 
derstood prohibition to the import of 
cotton from the U. States ; nor did any 
material rise take place in the prices cl 
the stock on hand, the same being de- 
clured mare than sufficient in quantity 
and assoriment, without fucther supply, 
for abou fifteen months consumption. 
Jt appears that the government, the 
metchants, the spinners and the manu- 
fac'urers, continued for a shorttime un 
der these agreeable and satisfactory de 
lusions, when after all arrangements 
were made for this new state of affair. 
adviccs were received from the Unite: 
States, that in the unblockaked parts c’ 
that country, neutral ships are loadin, 
cottons and other produce for the B.: 
tish ports, when they cauid claim leg» 
admission to entry under the old act © 
Parliament, which never was enacted ` 
legalize any such rade, but which fror.. 
ə dubiosity of terms had been uvaiied ~! 
in a few instances, by the custom hou o 
departmenis, to adn it cotton wool i 
neutral ships, from enemy’s ports.— 
This occurrence naturally created a ve 
ry great degres of anxiety The mer 
chants remoustrated loudly against the 
policy of receiving from an eremy, in 
neutral ships or In any shape, an article 
which could be procured in our own co 
Jonies, and from friendly countries. — 

. The shipping Interest, with equal jus- 
tice, declauimed against neutral naviga., 
tion in atrado which British ships miagh; 
carry on from other quarters ; and th 
financial gontlemon remind the minis 
ter, that cotton from the U. States could 
only be paid for with gold and silver, 
while cottens trem all other quarters of 
the globe would be paid for by return of 
British produce, industry and manufac. 
tures. These remonstrances ‘called 
forth the jealousy of the American par 
ty in this country, and likewise of some 
of the great. spinners of cotton, who 
seem to Unite in their endeavors to sound 
an alarm, that without the. continued 
supply of cotton from the United 
Statics, our matufactures would be stop- 
ped, and the weaver thrown out of em- 

loy. . 

The lords of trade appear to have gi 
ven a very patient hearing to all the par 
ties, who tho’t proper to state their opi 
fioné and wishes to the board; and as 
a result of these conferences, it was ru 
moured, that government was inclined 
to steer a middle course, with a view o! 
pleasing all parties, which however, hac 
a very contrary effect. — 

I was confidently stated that thinis: 
ters intended to sanction the admissior 
of cotton direct from the U. States, i: 
jeutral ships during the war, under o 
small additional duty and to admit them 
circuitously, ata lower duty; in British 

ships. 

This supposed bonus, or protection, 
to the shipping iutèrest, was rejected as 
entirely futile. ` 

The East Intia, West India and Bra 
pil merchants offer to prove that ade 
quate supplies of cotton of every descrip 
tion can be procured yo take the place al 
tha cottons of the U. States; and if, ne 
cessary, to supplant the use therenf in 
a!l vur manufactures. ‘The manufactu-

desert. Can any thing be more intonsis- 
tent with the equal and natural rights of man 
than this? Can any thing be more absurd 
than the adoption of such a principle? If 
this doctrine were correct,tot one of a thou 
sand of those who were born inthe United 
States can be called Americans because not 
one ina tlourand but is the descendant of a 
native of some other coùntry. Let us sup- 
pose, for a moment, that all nations now ex 
isting had adop'ed the same principle, (and 
if one has a right the whole have) a French 
man born in England, and an Enghshman 
bo n in France, must owe allegiance to both ;

DR. MRERHAN'S NARRATIVE. 

On the Sist of January last, I was or- 
dered by General Harrison to proceed 
to the river Raisin, with a Bag of truce, 
and from thence to Malden, if not stop. 
ped by the Jadians. We arrived 2t the 
foot of the rapidsof the Miami at dark, 
and not finding a company of rangers as 
expected, we encamped ina cave, the 
horse ang cariols before the door, and 
the flag standing by them. About mid- 
right the Indians fred in upon us, killed 
Mr. Lemont, wounded myself in the 
foot, and made ts prisoners. After dis- 
prong Mr. Lemont with tho toma 

awk, scalping and stripping him, they 
seized my horse, harness, great coat, 
blankets and other clothing, and one 
hundred dollars io golu, which the Gen- 
eral had sent to procure necessa ‘ies for 
the wounded of General Winchester’s 
army. 

That night I was made to walk more 
than 29 miles, to where captain Elliot 
vas stationed with a party of Indians. 
The captain treated me politely, and 
sent me to colonel Proctor. I was 
scarcely seated before the colonel began 
to exclaim against General Harrison,! 
said he had been used to fight Indians 
and not British; found fault with my 
instructions, and said the fl-g was oniy 
a pretckt to cover a bad design. Ire- 
buted his insinuations with indignation, 
which I believe has been the cause ot 
all my trouolcs since. I was not recog- 
nized in my official character until the 
Sih February, when | was infcrmed by 
Procstoi’saic, that I should atendon the 
wounded with Dr. Bower, and that I

This course of torture being R- 
fhiished.on the 21st, when f arrlv-d in 
Montreal, and without being asked any 
questions, or suffered to ask any myself, 
I was put into the cuugeon, eight or 
ten feet below the suzfece of the ground 
where I had neither bed nor bedding, 
chair, bench or stool—denied pen, ink 
or paper, or cvee the use of a book, fo 
two weeks. The only ctrrent of air 
that passed through my apartment,came 
through the boweis of a privy ! Here 1 
was kopt 33 days, when I was to my 
great joy put up with the American 
prisoners, and with them permitted to 
remain till last Monday, when | was li- 
berated by the intercession of lieutenant 
Dudley, of the navy. Col. Baynes, aid 
to the goveinor, told me the outrage 
whick had been committed on my per- 
son wzs contrary to his orders, 

I left 18 American prisoners in jail, 
viz.

* The tife, confession, and last dying 

words of Captain William Cunningham, 

formerly British Provost Marshall, in 
the City of New York, who was execut- 
ed in London, the tenth of August, 

1791. 

“I, William Cunningham, was born 
in Dublin barracks, in the year 1758.— 
My father was a Trumpeter to the Blue 
Dragoons, and at the age of 8 years I 
was placed with an officer as his ser- 
vant, in which station I continued until 
# was 16, and being a great preficient in 
horsemanship, was taken as an assistant 
to the riding mastet of the troop, and 1n 
the year 1761, was made sergeant ol 
dragoons; but the peace coming the 
year following, I wasdisbanded. Being 
sred to no profession, I took up with a 
roman who kept a gir. shop in a biind 
viley, near the Coal Quay; but the 
house being searched for stolen goods, 
and my doxy taken to Newgate, I tho’ 
it most prudent to decamp ; accordingly 
set off for the nos th, & arrived at Drog- 
heda. where, in a few months after I 
matried the daughter of an Excisemap, 
by whom I had 3 sons. 

“ About the year 1772, We remor- 
ed toNewry, where I commenced the 
profession of a scuw-banker, which is 
that of enlicing the mechanics & coun- 
try peopie to ship themselves fer Ame. 
rica, on promises of great advantage, 
and then ‘artfully getting an inden.urm 
upon them ; in consequence of which. 
on their arriva? in America, they are 
sold or obliged to serve a term of ycars 
for their passage. 1 embarked at New- 
ry in the ship Needham for New York, 
and arrived at that port the 4th day o1 
August, 1774, with some indented ser- 
vants I kidnapped in Ireland, but were 
liberated in New York, on account of the 
bad usage they received from me dur- 
ing the passage. In that City I used the 
profession of breaking horses, & teach. 
ing ladies and gentlemen to ride; bu: 
rendering myself obnoxious to the citi- 
zens in their infant struggles for free 
dom, I was obliged to fly on board the 
Asia man of wer, and from thence tc 
Boston, where my own opposition to the 
measures pursued by the Americans in 
stipport of their rights, was the first 
thing thatrecommended me tothe notice 
of Gen. Gage, and when the war com 
menced, I was appointed Provost Mar- 
shal to the Royal Army, which placed 
m= ina situation to wreak my vengu 
nce on the Americans. { shudder tw 
ti ink of the murders I have beea acces 
e7. y to, both wath cnd without orders from

“ There were also 275 American pri. 
soners and obnoxious persons cxecuted, 
out of all which number there were ou 
ly about one dozen ptblic exscuiions, 
which chiefy consisted of British anu 
tlessian deserters.

A guard was dispatched from the Pro-

In my last Ì mentioned the unfortunate 
circumstance of the capture of our two Br 
gadiara, Chandler and Winder, The par 
ticulars are detailed in the report of Col, 
Burn, which he giver from the best infor- 
mation he could collect Hie corps lay a 
considerable distance fromthe scene ef active 
operation, as you will perceive by the enclo 
sod diagram, which is on a scale of about 
{00 yurda ʻo an inch. The light corps spo 
ken of were Cupt Hindman's, Nicholas’s 
and Biddle’s companies of the 2d artillery, 
serving as infantry.

‘Two Brothers, end a wig, both for Boston, 
Left two ships for do. Iray 25, lat. 44, long, 40, 
was boarded from an Fnglish Frigate. June 14, 
lat. 42, lorg. 64, hy an English brig of war.—— 
June 16, lat 12, 50, Jung. GY, from the Valiant 
74, a frigate in co. Irom off New York, bound 
to Halifax. Sth, Cape Cod, W. 20 miles, from 
the Tenedos. 1dth, Cape Cod, W. 40 miles fell 
with a part of the quarter deck ofa vessel, paint 
el ved inside above the quick work; several of 
the knees and deck plank hanging to it; part of 
a port hole was seen, froin which circumstances 
supposed the wreck was an armed vescst.—Ber- 
nadotte arrived at Gouttenburg, May 1, from 
Stockholm; at the latter place troops were em- 
harking, supposed to bedestined for Pomerania.
